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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 1, the phrase "comprising the characteristics that:" is confusion and 
indefinite and should be replaced with -the storage container comprising-. In claim 1, the 
phrase "through an L-shaped design formed by the arched aperture and the long opening" is 
vague and indefinite because there is no such L-shaped design as shown in the drawings. In 
claim 1, the phrases "and compact disk protective covers are store and . . . protective covers" 
define the storage container in reference to the compact disk protective covers which are 
undefined and have not been positively claimed rendering the claims are vague and indefinite 
because it is not clear what structural limitations apphcant intends to encompass with such 
language. 

Claim Rejections - 55 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jebens 
(4,630,735). To the extent that the Examiner can determine the scope of the claims, Jebens 
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discloses a storage container (5) comprising an arched aperture (10) at an edge of a top portion 
(6) and a long opening (10) at a front side (2) to allow easy access to the contents within the 
container (Figure 2). The storage container of Jebens is inherently capable of holding compact 
disk protective covers. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being xmpatentable over Jebens 
(4,630,735). To the extent that the Examiner can determine the scope of the claims, Jebens 
discloses a storage container (5) comprising an arched aperture (10) at an edge of a top portion 
(6) and a long opening (10) at a front side (2) to allow easy access to the contents within the 
container (Figure 2). Jebens also discloses the other limitations of the claims except for the 
container being formed from paper or plastic. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the storage container of 
Jebens so the storage container is made from paper material to reduce the cost of manufacture. 
As to claim 4, Jebens discloses a gap extended between an edge of the top portion (6) and a top 
edge of the long opening to join the two openings together.
